This weck’s ship 
ments totaled 273 cars with 181 
cars of beans, 23 cara of peas, 
three cars of cabbage, 23 mixed 
vegetables, 36 potatoes and twe- 
cars of radishes. 

Prices on beans for the 
week have: hovered 
75 cent mark with some lots 
bringing a dime more. Peas have 
been selling for 90 cents and the 
three cars of cabbage shipped this 
week are reported to have brought 
around 60 cents. No. 1 potatoes 
brought the growers $1.50 while 
the No. 2 grade brought a quarter 
less. 

Farmers of the Lake Region are 
in a quandry as to what to do 
about the labor situation since the 
bean pickers are demanding more 
than they can afford to pay. Se 
eral sections reported that a price 
as high as 25 cents is being paid 
for picking beans while pickers 
of peas have been paid as high as 
30 cents per hamper. The high 
Price of picking is ‘causing many 
acres of beans to be left in the 
field singe the farmers cannot 
profitably harvest them. 

This section has been fortunate 
so far this year in that no do-; 
vestating frosts have visited thi 
section.

December a frost hit this section 
and killed a majority of the crops.
